1. I have reviewed the referenced proposal and believe it merits serious 
consideration. It is clear that the deployment of anti-sensor laser weapons 
on the battlefield presents a major challenge to US weapon developers, and 
the Army Chief of Staff nas recently reiterated nis concerns over these develop- 
ments. I believe these concerns and the other factors noted_in the proposal 
argue for a prompt response by the Intelligence Community. ise) 25X1 


2. The most effective and efficient vehicle for Such an assessment appears 
to be a joint WSSIC/STIC study. The assessment should include some projective 
thinking on where in the force structure these weapons may be deployed and how 
they would be used on the battlefield. This will require some work outside of 
tne S&T Community. The study should be geared to the people who allocate R&D 
dollars rather than bench engineers and should be on as tight a schedule as
